Experiments conducted by experts 


of the U. P. Department of Agricul- 
ture have resulted in a system of 
ventilating bins to produce the best 
results in storing grain. 


Two types of wheat bins have been 


devised. 
One calls 
for 
horizontal 


ventilation. 
The other has both hori- 


zontal and vertical ventilators. Both 
have been found successful. 


According to 
the 
experimenters, 


some ?2,000,000 is lost annually due 
to the sale of damaged 
wheat. 
A 


large proportion of the wheat shipped 
comes to market graded one or two 
grades lower, due to heat damage. 


For this reason, a better system of 


farm storage is iieeded. 
Ordinarily 


grain is in safe storage if it is' fully 
ripe and dry when threshed. Since 
however, the weather cannot be con- 
trolled at harvest time, nnd a great 
deal of wheat has to 
be 
threshed 


moist, or not quite 
ripe, 
a storage 


system has to be provided- 


REDUCED I.OSS 


One season's results 
from 
ven- 


tilated grain bin experiments show 
that farm grain bins 
can 
be 
-so 


equipped with ventilators that the 
loss from damp or tough wheat due 
to Improper storage can be elimin- 
ated, or at least reduced to a mini- 
mum. 
To get satisfactory results the ven- 


tilation in the bin must be sufficient 
to keep the mar* of wheat from 
heating while it is irying to a lower 
moisture content. 


For this purpose the bin shown in 


the 
accompanying 
diagram, 
with 


ventilators laid crosswise, to every 
three feet square of bin space, proved 
effective. 
Wheat with 16 per cent 


moisture kept in good condition.

Farmers Must Use Care in Feed- 


ing These if They Want 


Savory Milk 


Cabbage and potatoes, though, not 


grown generally for dairy feeds, are 
oiten fed to dairy cows to supply suo- 
iculence In the ration e-nd to dispose 
more economically of these products 
during perolds of low prices. 
Like 


other succulent feeds they tend to aX- 
fect the milk with undesirable flavors 
and odors when 
fed undsr certain 


conditions oC quantity and time. 


In order to determine tho amounts 


of these feeds that, may be fed. as 
well as the time of feeding, without 
affecting the flavor of tho milk, the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture conducted a. number of tests, the 
results of which have just been pub 
lished in department bulletin 3297. 


From these tests it is concludes 


that dairy cows may be fed as much 
as 24 pounds of cabbage immediately 
after milking without imparting any 
objectionable flavors or odors to the 
milk. 
On the average, however, the 


feeding: of 14.3 pounds 
of cabbage 


within one hour before milking will 
cause 
objectionable flavors in the 


milk, and an increase in the amount 
of cabbage fed will intensify the fla- 
vors produced. Proper aeration, how- 
ever, will 
reduce 
strong 
abnormal 


flavors to some extent, and some of 
the slightly abnormal flavors may be 
eliminated. 


When dairy cows consume an av- 


erage of 14.8 pounds of potatoes one 
hour before milking, slightly abnor- 
mal flavors and 
odors may be pro- 


duced in the milk. They are slight, 
however, and would seldom be per- 
ceived by the average consumer. In- 
creasing- this amount to as high as 
2S.7 pounds does not increase the 
normal flavors. That amount may be 
fed immediately after milking with

Despite the intensive national cam- 


paign to. "get out the vote," It's now 
estimated that only about half of the 
eligible voters went to the polls and 
ca.st their ballots. 


More voted than In 1920, to b& sure

last four years. The gain Iri voters 
was offset by the gain in citizens 
entitled to vote. 


Now. what's the reason for this con- 


tinued drift toward 
government by

One possible explanation is that the 


number of people entitled to vote ha?

Getting people to vote is a double 


job: Inducing them to the polls is one
